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USSR- Berlin : Khrushchev indicated in a speech 
on 18 August that Moscow still prefers a negotiated 
settlement of the German and Berlin questions and re- 
iterated that failure to reach agreement will lead to a 
separate treaty with East Germany. The Soviet pre- 
mier again avoided setting any deadline, however, and 
suggested that for the present Moscow intends to con- 
tinue negotiating rather than take any unilateral action 
that could bring the situation to a head. After return- 
ing to Bonn from Moscow, the Soviet ambassador re- 
portedly stated on the same day as Khrushchev’s 
speech that there is "no definite date" for conclusion 
of a separate treaty and that Moscow expects further 
talks between Rusk and Dobrynin. 

Moscow may be considering an initiative on Ber- 
lin and Germany at the UN General Assembly next 
month. Khrushchev repeated proposals to replace 
Western occupation forces with "UN troops" and ad- 
mit East and West Germany to the UN. In ruling out 
a solution based on the presence of NATO forces, 
Khrushchev presumably referred to a UN force com- 
posed exclusively of NATO troops. pTmember of the 
Soviet UN delegation told a US official on 17 August 
that a "UN solution" for Berlin, with NATO and War- 
saw Treaty forces stationed there, ought to be ac- 
ceptable to the US. The Soviet delegate said he did 
not know whether Khrushchev would attend the UN ses- 
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Congo : Fighting between Congolese and Katan- 
gan forces, which broke out last week south and west 
of Albertville, has died down. In line with UN repre- 
sentative Gardiner's note to Katangan Foreign Minis- 
ter Kimba warning of possible UN intervention if the 
gendarmerie continued hostilities, the UN Command 
is reported redeploying its forces in northern Katan-
